we  at  last  cried  out  for  p^ln[  they  fllj«jd  our 
mouths  with  stable  dung  soj  tljat  we  could  not 
cry  out.  In  this  ^ way  they  ]togk  us  apart  and 
■beat  us  and  caused  us  such  jvounds  and  pain  of! 
body  that  we  shall  never  be  ijs  healthy  as  before, 
blows  such  as  reisonable  nian  tan  hardly  Imag 
Ine.  After  they  had  beaten  tie,  thoy  took  us  all; 
before  the  Company  Commapdant,  who  jwas  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  priest  and  aj  civilian  The 
priest  templed  us  and  said  we  I  should  renounce  j 
our  faith.  But  after  they  saw  thkt  we  did  not  ac-  - 
cepi  their  offer,  the  Cnptaln  sdnt  ui  home  end  told  ‘ 
us  not  to  meet  any  more  for  {hej  purpose  pf  Bap- 1 
list  worship.  We  are  Roumjanian  cltlzeps.  old  j 
people,  who  by  the  help  df  (Jod  guard  our¬ 
selves  at  all  times  from  dolnk  wrong  to  iuiyone, ; 
yet  are  nevertheless  persecute^  and  torjnented 
by  the  authorities,  who  reall]|  exist  fdr  evil- ' 
rjoers  and  not  for  those  who  do  no  harm.  Evil  doers  i 
act  as  they  will;  but  we  are  beaten  and  tonpented.  J 
We  earnestly  beg  that  steps  may  be  takin  that  ] 
such  unrighteousness  and  hakbprolis  deeds  may 
cease!”  Here  was  appended  the  names  of  seve 
Roumanian  Baptists  and  cltlxeng. 

Another  shameful  case  presented  td  Rou-  > 
manlan  officials  was  that*of  three  men  aisd  one 
woman,  who  came  from  th^lr  village  tjo  visit  I 
friends  of  the  Baptist  faith  In  Valslova]  They 
held  services  In  the  home  of  ojne  of  the  believers. 
At  Iho  close  of  the  worship,  the  parsdn  and 
schoolmaster  of  the  town,  w1|th  the  speclgi  con¬ 
stables,  came  to  the  home  an^  arrested  the  four 
visiting  persons,  taking  thei{i  Jo  the  Pijimary,  \ 
where  they  were  locked  up  ujitlj  the  gendarmes  i 
could  be  summoned  from  another  village.]  When  : 
the  officers  arrived,  .the  vlctliis !  were  separated, 
one  remaining  with  the  parJon;  and  the'  other 
three  taken  to  a  room,  wherje  their  face{  were 
turned  to  the  wall  and  a  gepdzrme  placed  be-  1 
tween  tp^m. 

They  gave  testimony  as  follows  to  the  treat-  ! 
ment  received:  “I.  Nlcolae  Siijtlon,  wa{  first 
examined  with  the  quesjloni:  {Who  seijt  yon  ! 
here?'  L  answered  according  Jo  the  Gospel  that 
Christ  sent  us.  Then  the  sqrg^ant  struts  me 
many  times  on  the  cheek  and  djemanded  that  I 
should  tell  him  whether  I  a|n  paid  by  ainyone 
and  come  on  that  account,  he  wanted  to 
know  who  it  Is  that  pays  iqe{  I  said  that  I  had 
come  Impelled  by  the  Lord  Jekus  and  the  trlends 
of  this  place  have  wished  for  it.  J  could  not  give 
the  many  other  answer  than  \fhat  Is  right.  Then 
the  sergeant  angrily  flung  mi  on  the  flour  and 
struck  me  on  the  back  with  |a  braided  leather 
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whip,  Further  he  kneeled  on  me.  and  crushed 
me.  When  be  was  tired  of  striking,  be  raised  me 
up  and  asked  me.  again  what  I  preached,  I  an¬ 
swered  that  I  preached  Christ.  Then  he  struck 
me  Id  the  face,  and  I  fell  on  a  bod,  for  I  wae 
giddy  after  so  many  bloffi.  After  the  sergeant 
wastlrod,  the  pareon  took  me  In  hand.  At  the 
first  blow  of  bis  fist  on  my  throat,  1  fell  down 
again].  Hlme  he  saw  that  1  would  say  nothing 
else  than  before,  the  sergeant  seised  a  bayonet 
and  said  that  It  I  would  not #auy  who  had  sent 
me,  he  Would  drink  my  blood,  and  began  also 
to  kick  me.  1  cried  out  lu  pain,  and  they  cursed 
me,  led  mo  hack  to  the  other  three,  and  turned 
me  again  with  my  face  to  the  wall," 

“Next  they  took  me,  JUcob  Alorarlu,  and  the 
priest  said:  ‘Bring  the  old  pig  here.’  As  I  came 
In  my  turn.  1  was  asked  the  same  questions  as 
before.  1  answered  also  ijke  the  first.  Then  he 
struck  me  with  his  fist  over  the  heart.  I  said  to  i 
him;  ‘Sergeant,  don't  strike  me  any  more,  for  I  ] 
hnve  something  the  matter  with  me.’  Then  he  ] 
struck  me  twice  in  the  face,  and  asked  vyho  sent 
me.  Then  he  gave  me  a  blow  on  the  breast  with  ] 
his  fist,  and  set  me  with  my  face  to  the  wall.” 

"I.  Marla  Moralrlu,  was  now  brought  and  ask¬ 
ed  who  had  sent  me  and  was  beaten  with  the  j 
same  whip  over  the  back  pnd  with  a  stick  on 
the  head,  and  asked  with  whom  we  are  con¬ 
nected.  1  said:  ’With  those  belonging  to  Buk- 
arest  and  America.'  The  sergeant  said:  ’We  have 
nothing  to  do  with  Amerlckc*  " 

Still  another  Instance  of  persecution: 

.  "We  members  from  Cjdlova  Romans  went 
with  the  choir  to  Clclovn  Montana,  and  after  the 
close  of  the  service  were  going  hom/i.  As  we 
were  In  the  middle  of  the  place,  about  six  o'clock 
In,  tl)e  evening,  two  gendarmes  met  us.  'not  an-  > 
other  word,'  they  said,  ‘give  them  a  lesson.  They  ( 
•  re  Baptists.’  We  were  led  back  to  Clclova  Ro¬ 
mans  and  as  we  came  there  they  shat  us  up 
In  the  wntehroom  and  best  us  one  after  an¬ 
other.  One  brother  they  beat  *0  severely  that  his 
Car  began  to  biped  After  they  had  beaten  us, 
they  sent  us  home,  ordering  Us  to  be  there  on  the 
next  day  at  8  o'clock!.  When  we  went  the  next 
day.  the  Plutonler  Major  caipe  also.  He  said  he 
knew  we  were  peacahle  people,  but  the  Prlmpre- 
tor  had  glven^orders  and  thUy  must  be  respected. 

Ha  also  told  us  (hat  we  should  forgive  the  Plu¬ 
tonler  who  struck  the  blows,  for  that  would  be  1 
fitting  behavior  for  a  Baptist,  This  happened  on 
the  13th  of  November,  192i!'  On  the  22nd  we 
were  again  called  to  appear  before  the  Lieut, 
of  Gendarmes.  We  came  and  after  our  names  had 
been  taken,  the  Rub-Lleut.  began  to  strike  us. 
The  brother  In  whose  house  the  service  had 
heen  taken  he  struck  with  such  violence  that  he 
and  when  he  came  to  after  some  time  and 
rose  up.  the  Sub  I.leut,  heat  us  all  three.  After 
this  he  sent  us  home."

Not  Discouraging  Criticism  but  Constructive 
Do-operation 

It  Is  eaisy  to  criticise  and  find  mlsukas  otbara 
hsvs  made  Anybody  can  do  this.  It  takes  heroes 
to  co-operats,  waive  their  objections  and  post¬ 
pons  crltljr Isms  until  s  better  day.  Tbs  critic  who 
only  flnd4  fault,  plicks  at  the  sores,  snd  scratches 
the  scab*  Ion  the  denominational  body,  ougot  not 
to  be  counted  s  friend  to  tbs  cauee  In  theee 
distressing  times  He  Is  a  mere  faultfinder  and 
Ills  work  j  Is  that  of  destruction.  Constructive, 
friendly  criticism  <0111  do  good;  but  be  who  takes 
advantage!  of  a  bad  world-psychology  to  destroy 
rather  thi)n  construct  certainly  should  not  find 
n  following  among  the  friends  of  Kingdom  build¬ 
ing.  'Many;  mlstjakes  havo  been  made,  doubtleee, 


In  this  grejit  movement.  It  Is  natural  for  fallible 
men  whose  experience  Is  so  large  to  make  mis¬ 
takes.  Constructive  criticism  will  take  cere  of 
these  mistakes  as  the  work  goes  on.  In  a  day 
of  bad  economic  conditions,  social  unreal,  and 
political  upheaval,  the  carping  critic  find*  bis 
day  and  sfeks  to  destroy  wfoat  a  heroic,  self- 
denying  people  has  tried  to  build  up.  Dr.  Gam- 
brell  says:  "A  disgruntled  dog  barking  at  the 
moon  must!  nod  be  regarded  as  an  astronomer, 
but  as  a  homier,"  This  philosophy  might  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  th|  m|n  who  criticizes  others  »nd  co¬ 
operates  nohe.  The  real  friends  of  the  Campaign 
In  these  distressing  times  will  hold  their  peace 
on  the  mistakes  that  have  been  made  and  make 
their  criticisms  at  a  time  and  place  not  te  hurt 
and  cripple  tjhe  Campaign  causes.  They  will  waive' 
their  objections  and  lend  all  their  co-operative 
strength  to  pullillng  and  helping  now.  Our  great 
need  U  constructive  cooperation.  Dr.  Broadua' 
famous  snylhg  nearly  approaches  the  truth  at 
thlg  time:  TThb  kickers  do  not  give  and  the 
river,  do  nbt  klc^."*  Let  us  correct  our  mis-
